West Borough incumbent Paul 
Davidson, seeking his second 
term, was next to qualify; how- 
ever, the third incumbent whose 
term expires, Mayor R, W. Lan- 
ier, said Wednesday, “I am de- 
finitely not going to run.” 

He had left his final decision 
hanging until Re returned from 
bis vacation this week. 


Opposition is usually late in 
showing up at qualifying time, 
Anderson pointed out. The maj- 
orit yof the time,” candidates 
wish to qualify late to prevent 
word from spreading to possible 
opposition.
